The American Ballet Theatre, 
the oldest and most honored bal- 
let company in the United States, 
is being presented March 19 at 
8:15 in George Washington Audi- 
torium in the last of the Little 
. Concert Series. 

The artistic direction of the 
American Ballet Theatre is being 
retained by Lucia Chase and Oli- 
ver Smith, under whose co-direc- 
tion the company has enjoyed one 
artistic success after another, pro- 
duced a number of acclaimed bal- 
lets by such choreographers as 
Anthony Tudor, Agnes De Mille, 
Jerome Robbins and George Bal- 
anchine, and presented many of 
the most celebrated ballet stars 
of the last two decades. 

Since its debut on January 11, 
1940, the American Ballet Theatre 
has grown into a national com- 
pany of international pre-.tige. 
The only ballet or theatrical or- 
ganization to have played in 48 
states and in 40 countries abroad, 
it has achieved a record of not- 
able "firsts". 

The American Ballet Theatre 
was the first home-grown group 
to go oversets after World War 
11 (1946) and the first American 
company to tour the European 
continent ( 1950 > . It performed 
abroad for ano her six months in 
1953. 

The first native dance organiza- 
t tion nominated for the State De- 
partments International Exchange 
Program, it toured South America 
in 1955 and Europe and the Middle 
East the following year. One of 
ids mo.--t notable triumphs abroad 
was the company's tour of Russia 
two years ago, another first for 
the American Ballet Theatre. 

Following a tour that will take 
the company to Chicago, New Or- 
le: jis, Dallas. Houston, St. Louis, 
Columbus, Pittsburg, Louisville, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Atlanta 
and Miami, the troupe of fifty 
dancers will return to Washington 
to prepare and rehearse new pro- 
ductions to be added to its repe- 
toire of one hundred and ten bal- 
lets, largest in the United Slates. 

The repetoire, unmatched any- 
where for its diversity in both 
classical and contemporary bal- 
lets, contains original works by 
such outstanding choreographers 
as Eugene Loring, Agnes de Mille, 
Jerome Robbins, George Balan- 
chine and William Dollar. 

Lupe Serrano is the prima bal- 
lerina and Royes Fernandez the 
premier danseur with the Ameri- 
can Ballet Theatre. Other stars 



include Toni Lander, John Kriza, 
Ruth Ann Koesun, Ivan Allen, 
Sallie Wilson, Bruce Marks and 
Scott Douglas.

He is also the author of The 
Image of God in Man and of 
several articles which have ap- 
peared in such magazines as Life 
and Ameri'a.

Honors Work

Would you be interested in pursuing a 
course of independent study in your major 
field during your senior year? 

Mary Washington College offers an ex- 
cellent program of honors work to the stu- 
dent with an outstanding achievement 
record and the ability to carry out an ex- 
tensive research project during her senior 
year. 

The fact that very few students take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity, however, was 
discussed at a recent forum on Honors 
Work and Independent Study by a number 
of interested students and faculty mem- 
bers. Only one senior is currently engaged 
honors work. Why is this? 
The suggestion was made by Dr. George 
Van Sant, professor of philosophy, that 
there are many "interested and excited" 
students on campus who would like to do 
honors work, but whose grade averages do 
not meet requirements. The required 
average for honors work is an overall 2.0 
and a 2.5 in the student's major. Dr. Van 
Sant feels that such study opportunities 
should be made available to a larger range 
of students. 

This highly limiting requirement keeps 
a number of otherwise qualified students 
from even considering honors work, and a 
tremendous waste of brainpower and poten- 
tial is the result. 

Dr. Van Sant made several concrete sug- 
gestions of ways to improve this situation. 
He advocated the institution of an indepen- 
dent study program at IfWC, separate 
from the honors program and functioning 
in a slightly different manner. This inde-

pendent study program could be modeled 
closely after the program in effect at the 
Vniversitv of Virginia where a large pre- 
centage of both the junior and senior 
classes is engaged in a program involving 
excuse from lecture classes to facilitate in- 
dependent study. 

Dr. Van Sant feels that, although such 
an extensive program requires an enlarged 
faculty (since students work privately with 
professors in many cases) and one which 
is w illing to give the time and extra effort 
needed, it is a program well worth its ex- 
istence. Intellectual curiosity is not dulled 
by enforced attendance at lectures on sub- 
jects the advanced student may have al- 
ready studied elsewhere. Rather the in- 
tellect is constantly challenged to investi- 
gate new ideas and to lead the student 
where it will. 

That such a program would be beneficial 
to many IfWC students goes without say- 
ing. When a student at the forum ques- 
tioned the financial possibility of enlarging 
the faculty to allow for such a program. 
Chancellor Simpson readily answered thai 
as long as he had been at the college he had 
never seen any money grant for the exten- 
sion of instructional facilities refused to 
the college, and he said that the question 
of funds should not be a basic consideration 
in planning any academic program. 

If enough interest is shown in the idea 
of an independent study program, the col- 
lege authorities will consider it seriously 
The Bullet invites comments and questions 
from the student body. Will you speak out 
on this issue?

Concert Cancellation 



The recent cancellation of a joint choral 
concert planned by Mary Washington and 
Williams College has caused many ques- 
tions and protests on the part of MWC stu- 
dents. The concert was cancelled because 
satisfactory arrangements could not be 
made for the two Negro students in the 
Williams chorus. 

The normal first reaction to this of 
many students, including this writer, was 
one of shocked outrage. The race question 
is a real problem for some places where 
people are intolerant and bigoted, we felt, 
but isn't our college community enlighten- 
ed enough to work out something here? 
We aren't prejudiced and we think it's 
outrageous to have to forgo such a bene- 
ficial cultural activity just because others 
are, we said. Some students have accused 
the administration of taking a cowardly 
course of action. 

The fact of the matter, however, is that 
the MWC administration had nothing to 
do with this decision to cancel. Williams 
College cancelled when it realized the pos- 
sibility of causing an embarrasing situa- 
tion. 

According to Dr. George Luntz, direct- 
or of the MWC chorus, when the plans for 
this concert were begun last fall, the Wil- 
liams College authorities did not mention 
the two Negro chorus members. The plans 
for housing and feeding the Williams men 
and for having a partv after the concert 
advanced smoothly until Dr. Luntz learn- 
ed about the two Negro students only a 
week and a half ago. In the course of 
phone conservations with the director of 
the Williams College chorus, Dr. Luntz 
told him that the college would certainly 
welcome the two Negroes to sing with the 
chorus, but that he could not promise the 
cooperation of Fredericksburg motels in 
housing them. The Williams director, how- 
ever, finally decided to cancel the visit here. 

This decision, therefore, was made by 
Williams College; there was no refusal by 
Mary Washington College to allow the 
Negro boys to visit the campus. 

Chancellor Grellet C. Simpson was out 



of town at the time of this decision, so he 
had no part in it. He has since stated his 
feelings on the matter, however, and has 
given The Bullet permission to print them. 
Dr. Simpson regrets that this disappoint- 
ing situation has had to arise. He wishes libbed siumbles tad uncued prat

Hurt appeared in the March 8th 
issue of the Yellow Jacket from 
Kandolph-Macon College Does 
this apply to the Mary Washing- 
ton campus? 

According to an article in the 
Swe»t Briar News, I large num- 
ber of Sweet Briar freshmen have 
applied for transfer to o her col- 
leges. A reporter. Carole Poer, 
has made a survey of the stu- 
dents desiring to transfer as well 
as those who plan to remain. 

It seems that the most common 
complaint of the girls planning to 
transler is that the student body 
is too hcirogeneous The girls 
feel that Ihe stereotyped image of 
the "Sweet Briar Girl" is not 
good, particularly the conception 
that they all dress, talk, and think 
exactly alike. Participants in the 
survey indicated that perhaps this 
image could be dc> roved by ac- 
cepting a more diverse group of 
freshmen. The diversification 
should lie mainly in religion, in- 
come bracke:. family background 
and general interests. 

The interviews also revealed 
that diseontertn.ent is bred by 
the air of anti-intellec'.ualism 
w di ex's s at Swcci B.iar. Con- 
versely, a number of students feel 
that the atmosphere of the college 
during the week is quite condu- 
cive to >tudyins but the week- 
ends offer problems along the 
lines ol dating facilities. 

While this ripple of discontent- 
ment seems evident lo he girls 
who go there, it is evidently diffi- 
cult for an outsider lo sense the 
under-currents Participating in an 
exchange program wi.h Duke, 
University of North Carolina. 
Swathmore, Pembroke, and Cor- 
nell, a sophomore co-ed from 
Duke has spent a week at Sweet 
Briar. She followed the regular 
routine which included attending 
classes. It is interesting to see 
her reaction to Sweet Briar, par- 
ticularly concerning the aspects 
of the college which are causing 
the discontentment. 

The Duke co-ed regarded her 
classes as "excellent ... all very 
exciting." In general, she eonv 
mented, "It's really different, and 
funny not having boys around I 
was afraid that the people here 
might be warped, bu: they're no!. 
Maybe it explains something 
about boys . . . Everyone has 
been just wonderful, and the 
campus is just beautiful."

Now to turn to ihe impressions 
of tlie Sweet Briar girl who spent 
a week at Duke. According to 
Mandy Mcl'ormick. the exchange 
student, "I was surprised to find 
thai the complaints voiced (at 

' Duke' were very similar lo those 
often made at Sweet Briar . . . 
ihey lelt tnat the student body is 
too .stereotyped, that the boys are 

I all the same.' that there is too 
great an emphasis on grades and 
ye; an incongrouous lack ol in- 
tellectual discussion' among the 
students outside of the clasv 
rocir.." 

It is true that particular trends 
are found in every college, but, 
of course, this is true of every 
■■emi-closed society on any level. 
We see plenty of black umbrellas 
at Washington & I,ee 'red ban- 
dana handkerchiefs at Hampden- 
S> ;:ne , ru.her long haircuts at 
Virginia, and certain degrees of 
each of these characteristics at 
all colleges. If certain trends tend 
to slerertype a college, what's 
w:ong with it? One way lo look at 
it is t.iai the college itself is made 
mors individualistic among all col- 
leges. This docs no' sacrifice the 
individual within the stereotyped 
school. 

Discontentment over dating 
rules or academic facilities is 
valid, but validity is nil in the 
complaint that "outsiders think 
we're all the same, etc." Sweet 
Briar is somewhat stereotyped by 
the opinion that it places too 
much cir.phasis on social alfairs. 
and perhaps it could be said that 
the social pressures there are too 
great. Again, who can charge 
I hat it is bad to be well dressed 
and socially at. case? 

Sweet Briar complains about the 
lack of an Intellectual atmosphere 
as does Duke. This writer has wit- 
nessed the same complaint at 
RM-WC, Mary Washington, the 
University of Richmond, and here. 
Perhaps there is a trend among 
all colleges toward a higher intel- 
lectual level, and students seeking 
this cannot find it by hopping 
from one anti-intellectual atmos- 
phere into another. 

Moreover, with the search for a 
more intellectual atmosphere be- 
ing rather wide-spread, the solu- 
tion is of the simplest nature. 
Any change of inlellectual atiros- 
phere must come from the stu- 
dents. Those interested in raising 
the intellectual level should all 
pitch in, for this is really the only 
way that the goal can be attained.

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Honors Work 



Would you be interested in pursuing a 
course of independent study in your major 
field during your senior year? 

Mary Washington College ofi>rs an ex- 
cellent program of honors work to the stu- 
dent with an outstanding achievement 
record and the ability to carry out an ex- 
tensive research project during her senior 
year. 

The fact that very few students take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity, however, was 
discussed at a recent forum on Honors 
Work and Independent Study by a number 
of interested students and faculty mem- 
ben, Only one senior is currently engaged 
in honors work. Why is this? 

The suggestion was made by Dr. George 
Van Sant, professor of philosophy, that 
there are many "interested and excited" 
students on campus who would like to do 
honors work, but whose grade averages do 
not meet requirements. The required 
average for honors work is an overall 2.0 
and a 2.5 in the student's major. Dr. Van 
Sant feels that such study opportunities 
should be made av ailable to a larger ratine 
of students. 

This highly limiting requirement keeps 
a number of otherwise qualified students 
from even considering honors work, and a 
tremendous waste of brainpower and poten- 
tial is the result. 

Dr. Van Sant made several concrete sug- 
gestions of ways to improve this situation. 
He advocated the institution of an indepen- 
dent study program at MWC, separate 
from the honors program and functioning 
in a slightly different manner. This inde-

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pendent study program could he modeled 
closely after the program in ettect at the 
University of Virginia where a large pre- 
centage of both the junior and senior 
classes is engaged in a program involving 
excuse from lecture classes to facilitate in- 
dependent study. 

Dr. Van Sant feels that, although such 
an extensive program requires an enlarged 
faculty (since students work privately with 
professors in many cases) and one which 
is willing to give the time and extra effort 
needed, it is a program well worth its ex- 
isiance. Intellectual curiosity is not dulled 
by enforced attendance at lectures on sub- 
jects the advanced student may have al- 
ready studied elsewhere. Rather the in- 
tellect is constantly challenged to Investi- 
gate new ideas and to lead the student 
where it will. 

That such a program would be beneficial 
to many MWC students goes without say- 
ing. When a student at the forum (pies, 
tioned the financial possibility of enlarging 
the faculty to allow for such a program. 
Chancellor Simpson readily answered that 
as long as he had been at the college he had 
never seen any money grant for the exten- 
lion of instructional facilities refused to 
the college, and he said that the question 
of funds should not be a basic consideration 
in planning any academic program. 

If enough interest is shown in the idea 
of an independent study program, the col- 
lege authorities will consider it seriously 
The Kullel invites comments and questions 
from the student body. Will you speak out 
on this issue?

Concert Cancellation 



The rec ent cancellation of a joint choral 
concert planned by Mary Washington and 
Williams College has caused many ques- 
tions and protests on the part of MWC stu- 
dents. The concert was cancelled because 
satisfactory arrangements could not b« 
made for the two Negro students in the 
Williams chorus. 

The normal first reaction to this of 
many students, including this writer, was 
one of shocked outrage. The race question 
is a real problem for some places where 
people are intolerant and bigoted, we felt, 
but isn't our college community enlighten- 
ed enough to work out something here? 
We aren't prejudiced and we think it's 
outrageous to have to forgo such a bene- 
ficial cultural activity just because others 
are, we said. Some students have accused 
the administration of taking a cowardly 
course of action. 

The fact of the matter, however, is that 
the MWC administration had nothing to 
do with this decision to cancel. Williams 
College cancelled when it realized the pos- 
sibility of causing an embarrasing situa- 
tion. 

According to Dr. George Luntz. direct- 
or of the MWC chorus, when the plans for 
this concert were begun last fall, the Wil- 
liams College authorities did not mention 
the two Negro chorus members. The plans 
for housing and feeding the Williams men 
and for having a partv after the concert 
advanced smoothly until Dr. Luntz learn- 
ed about the two Negro students only a 
week and a half ago. In the course of 
phone conservations with the director of 
the Williams College chorus. Dr. Luntz 
told him that the college would certainly 
welcome the two Negroes to sing with the 
chorus, but that he could not promise the 
cooperation of Fredericksburg motels in 
housing them. The Williams director, how- 
ever, finally decided to cancel the visit here. 

This decision, therefore, was made by 
Williams College: there was no refusal by 
Mary Washington College to allow the 
Negro boys to visit the campus.
